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iug the last eighth, bnt along her Robbins bronght 
np Worthington on eqnal terms with him and easily 
wore him down in the last sixteenth struggle, win- 
ning by two lengths, Qraden finishing two before 
Braw Lad for second place. The last named tired 
slightly in the closed strides. Rasselas ran an im- 
pressive race, making up mnch ground thronghont 
and finishing strongly. 

The last race of the day, a dash of one and one- 
sixteenth miles for four-year-olds and upward, was 
characterized by some heavy betting, in which Do 
Madge, the winner, was the medium of quite a 
plunge. Harney, which has hitherto shown to 
poor advantage on a muddy track, displayed a keen 
turn of speed, leading by a big margin up to the 
last furlong, where Robbins brought np Do Madge 
on even terms with him and, after a short drive 
near the last sixteenth post, came away, winning 
handily by one length. Harney beat Henry of 
Trastamare the same distance for second place. 
The latter finished stoutly and has finally rounded 
into his best form. Miss Liza closed up much 
ground in the last quarter and finished resolutely. 
MacGyle also moved up fast in the stretch run 
after making up ground. Lena ran well for seven 
furlongs and bears watching, as she ruus to her 
best form on a soft or muddy track. Banish was 
never.a serious factor. 

The track at its best today, in case no rain falls, 
will be slow and favor horses that run best in soft 
going. The betting was the heaviest of the meet- 
ing thns far. 



Some persons are inclined to the opinion that in 
order to let in the new track without injuring the 
others, the Jockey Club, yielding to pressure that 
may be brought upon it, will either permit tho 
Jamaica track to conduct a meeting in August, 
conflicting with the big meeting at Saratoga, or 
that efforts will be made so as to amend the pres- 
ent law that the season can open fifteen days 
earlier. In the latter event, it is pointed out, there 
would be room for all with no conflict at all. 

There is an under-current of sentiment against 
the Aqueduct track for some reason, although the 
Queens County Jockey Clnb has complied with the 
rules and also has exerted itself in the interest of 
fair sport. Bnt, just the same, one can hear ad- 
verse comment at the track and elsewhere that are 
outspoken, to say the least. Those opposed to 
Aqueduct say that the track itself is a “knock." It is 
too narrow for the big fields that have been going to 
the post, while the turns are positively dangerous. 
There is nothing picturesque about Aqueduct, even 
the grandstand and betting ring being ngly in the 
extreme. Tho cheapest class of horses are running 
there although the stake events call ont some 
really tiigh-class fields. In-and-ont running has 
always been a feature at this track, although Presi- 
dent Thomas D. Reilly attempted to frown upon 
the practice when he ordered the entries of A. L. 
Aste to be refused. Even Reilly’s action has been 
used against the track, with the argument that he 
virtually affronted the Jockey Clnb when he went 
over the heads of the stewards,' one of whom, W. S. 
■Vosburgh, was the official representative of the 
governing body. Summing np the inimical com- 
ments, it may be said that there are men who 
believe the days of Aquednct are numbered or that 
the length of its spring and fall meetings will be 
considerably shortened. 

The report that “ Big Tim” Sullivan will have a 
racing stable at New Orleans has caused mnch snr. 
prise among the Senator’s henchmen, who have, 
from time to time, attempted to have stables of 
their own. One of them said last Saturday: 

“ The Senator got out of racing some time ago 
and also induced all of bis friends to follow suit. 
I owned three horses, bnt one day the Senator came 
to me and said : 

“‘Sellout! It is for your own good I It is only 
friendly advice.’ ^ 

“So I sold ont as quickly as possible and now I 
realize, in view of the way things are going, that 
the big fellow knew what he was talking about. It 
is bard to believe now that he is going back into 
the game, for he does not own a rareborse and 
wonld have to make nnmerons purchases in order 
to cut any figure at all at New Orleans." 
j What has become of a Certain big plunger who 
has not been at the track since The Jockey Club 
stewards announced that they had revoked the 
license of jockey Louis Smith? This question has 
been repeatedly asked by turfmen lately, as they 
have looked in vain for a man who has made him- 
self notorious because of his big betting transac- 
tions. Some persons insist that the plunger has 
simply tired of the game and has decided to take a 
good rest during the winter, while others believe 
they are right in saying that he has received a quiet 
tip to get into the background for the present at 
least. Whatever may be the cause of Lis absence, 
turfmen will not cease to gossip until he makes a 
reappearance at the old stand, ready to do the 
same old basiness. 

Four more apprentice jockeys came to hand dur- 
ing the past week in the persons of Desouza, M. 
Johnson, Weiher and Arthur Brennon, all of whom 
give promise of turning ont well. H. Callahan. T. 
Hyland, Boiesen and other comparative novices 
j have been making rapid strides so that in time the 
I places left vacant by boys who have either gone to 
> Europe or have been set down will be competently 
I filled. The development of the'^e young knights of 
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The card offered at Lakeside yesterday was a big 
improvement over that of Wednesday and was the 
means of drawing ont a comparatively large crowd. 
The track was sloppy from the constant rain of the 
night before and mudlarks held snpreme sway 
throughout the afternoon. The best race of the 
day from a monetary viewpoint was the fourth, a 
handicap puree of $'iCO for three-years-oids and 
upward at one mile. Of the six originally sched- 
nled to start Scotch Plaid and The Lady were 
absentees Rolling Boer, on the strength of hie 
last performance, was made an even money favorite, 
bnt the best he could do wae to run second, Jordan 
winning in impressive fashion. The latter displayed 
a keen turn of speed, leading by a big margin 
throughout, and fairly spreadeagling the field. He 
won by one length from Bulling Boer, which beat 
Dr. Stephens four lengths for second place. 
Buchanan appeared to make hie run too late on 
Rolling Boer, which, under keen punishment, closed 
up ground fast in the final quarter. Dr. Stephans 
finished strongly. Vnicaiu ran a dull race and was 
never a serious contender. 

Gregor K. was thought to be almost a certainty 
in the fifth race, a dash of five and a half furlongs 
for two-year-olds. He was held at 3 to 5 in tho bet- 
ting, bnt had a narrow escape. Prince of Endur- 
ance making him extend himself to the limit to 
wia. Belle Graham, showing much speed, held 
command by a good margin until just after turn- 
ing for home where Gregor K. and Prince of Endur- 
ance moved up fast. The latter two hooked up all 
through the last eighth, Gregor K. finally winning 
by a nose. Prince of Endurance beat Belle Gra- 
ham'six lengths for second place. The latter tired 
fast when the deciding struggle came, but ran a 
good race at that, as it was generally supposed she 
runs to her best form only on a fast track. The 
Don ran an unaccountably poor race and appeared 
unable to extend himself with freedom in the 
sloppy going. Josette acted sour when going to 
the post and appeared to be a little high in fiesb. 
Begone was never in the hunt. 

The day’s opening race, a five and a half furlong 
icrsmble for inaidan two-year-old fillies, proved to 
be an easy thing for Aurie B. A strong tip circu- 
lated on Candareen, bnt^ the best she could do was 
to run third. Wineland led by a good margin up to 
the final eighth, where Aurie B. moved up fast and, 
paasing her with ease, won going away by three 
lengths. Wineland tired fast in the final sixteenth 
drive, bnt lasted long enough to secure second 
place from Candareen by a neck. The latter fin- 
ished strongly. Countess Reasoner showed early 
speed, but was well beaten when turning for home. 
Animnla had enough when a furlong from home. 
• Chicago Girl ran in improved farm. 

The second race, a six furlongs dash for three- 
year-olds and upward, was taken by Moabina 
against who.se chances as good as 41 to 1 was laid. 
Optional and Mattie Spencer running in close com- 
pany showed the way to the turn for home, where 
Hicks brought up Moabina after swinging wide. 
Along here If You Dare also joined in the struggle, 
but in the final sixteenth Moabina steadily moved 
away winning handily by a half length. If Yon 
Dare easily wore down Mattie Spencer in the last 
fifty yards securing second place from her by two 
lengths. If You Dare stood a long stretch drive 
with gameness and should be a bard horse to beat 
when next ont. Bummer made np ground fast in 
the final quarter and finished strongly. Optional 
fell away beaten when a furlong out. Fake ran a 
dull race and at no time gave his many backers 
the faintest hope of success. Automaton stumbled 
as the barrier went up unseating his rider. 

Worthington proved to be the best of an unwieldy 
bunch in tho third race, a dash of seven furlongs, 
for three-year-olds and upward, carrying light 
welter weU'hts. Graden, off well in front, showed 
much speed and appeared tho winner when enter 



When Tribes Hill won tne first race at Aqnednet 
Tuesday Jack McGinnis, the well-known betting 
commissioner, was happy. The colt, which is a 
three-year-old son of Clifford— Garoga, wae once 
the property of S. Sanford & Son, bnt daring the 
recent Morris Park meeting he was put up at auc- 
tion . In spite of William Easton’s earnest request 
for bids, nobody seemed to want Tribes Hill, so he 
was led out of tho ring. Somebody offered $25 for 
him, but it was refused. Then McGinnis put in a 
fifty-dollar offer, but that was turned down. 

“I’ll give $100 for him rather than see him go 
back to the farm at Amsterdam," said McGinnis, 
and Tribes Hill became his property. When Mc- 
Ginnis decided to start the colt Thursday, he also 
concluded to bet on bim, A commissioner named 
Harrison was sent into the ring with $325, instrncted 
to bet $75 straight and $350 to show. He had no 
trouble in getting the money down, securing 60 to 1 
straight and $12 to 1 third, or $1,500 to $75 and $1,000 
to $350. Scott, the stable boy, had ihe mount and 
he rode a fine race. Tribes Hill won by a head and 
McGinnic. pocketed $7,000 in addition to $760, which 
was his share of the parse, and all with a one-hnn- 
dred-dollar colt. In the days of Qnttenbarg Mc- 
Ginnis was straggling along in a precarious way, 
but in recent years he has amassed quite a snug 
fortune. He won a barrel of money at Brighton 
Beach with his colt Reformer when the latter came 
home with 40 to 1 against him.

Concerning a feature of the racing at Aqueduct 
last Monday, the Evening Sun says: “To the spec- 
tators it seemed little less than a miracle that the 
five jockeys who went down with their mounts in 
the race at a mile and seventy yards, for two-year- 
olds, should escape from the tangled mass alive. 
Yet escape alive they did, and without so mack 
as a scratch at that. It was the worst looking 
accident seen on a metropolitan r;racetrack 
in years, but never did accident have 
less painful results. Four of the five boys who fell 
rode later in the day. three of them in the very next 
race. The accident happened on the upper tnrn^ 
Epidemic with Boiesen np, had been prominent in 
the running to this point, but here she began to 
tire and, stumbling, fell. In the twinkling of an eye 
Franklyn C., ridden by Minder; Glendon, ridden by 
apprentice Balling; Ithan, ridden by Gannon, and 
Bine Delft, with Redfern in her saddle, were 
down in one indiscriminate heap. There wag 
no time for any of these boys to pull out. They 
simply went down in a mass, and it is a wonder of 
wonders that out of what seemed to be certain 
death they came without the slightest injury. As 
the race was won Gallant Smith was the best horse 
in it, but little Waugh was more of J a hindrance 
than a help to him, and ho was beaten a neck by 
Harrison. The western colt, Watkins Overton, 
made a bold bluff to the stretch, but became leg 
weary in the run home and had to be content with 
third money.” 

P. J. Dwyer, president of the Bror»klyn Jockey 
Club, in a letter to W. 8. Barnes of the Melbourne 
Stud say" that in his opinion his colt Merry Acro- 
bat, winner of the White Plains Handicap, will 
prove a second Major Daingerfield next year as a 
throe-year-old.

On account of the known bed acting of Braw Lad 
at the post, it was announced yesterday that he 
would only be given two chances by the starter to 
join the field. Contrary to expectations the old 
horse was the best behaved animal that lined up to 
the barrier and got away in the van of the field. 

Automaton, which started in the second race, 
stumbled shortly after the start, and Birkenruth’s 
effort to right him made the bridle come off, caus- 
ing the jockey to be unseated. The horse ran after 
the field riderless and palled up with the rest in 
front of the judges’ stand. 

Judging by the impressive wiu of Jordan in the 
feature race yesterday it would have required a 
horse of more than average class to have taken the 
measure of the Hayes colt. After passing the 
finish jockey Walsh loosened his hold on the reins 
and the horse, being in a playful mood, began 
backing and unseated the rider.

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The following yarn about a locally well known 
character is told by T. B. Cromwell in the En- 
quirer: “Harry Stover, after a successful season 
this side of the Rockies, has shipped his string 
from Chicago to California to go into win- 
ter quarters at the old California Jock- 
ey Club track at Sacramento, which is now 
hisJl property. Stover is one of the turf’s 
characters, and the stories which could be 
written around bis habits and acts and his failures 
and successes would make a volume of great siso. 
He is a gypsy and is possessed of many supersti- 
tions. He believes, among other things, that to 
bang a snake head downward from a nail in front 
of bis barn will bring good luck, and bis first act 
on reaching a new racing ground is to hunt 
a reptile and so suspend him from the shed 
of his stable. Through that superstition he 
acquired the sobriquet ‘The Snake.’ Stover lost 
one fortune with a bad lot of horses, and then he 
mannfactnred and sold a remedy for rheumatism, 
which brought him money enough to maintain 
rather an inferior racing outfit until fortune 
favored him again. It was at Montreal abont five 
years ago that be picked np a silver bangle 
as he walked across the infield from his stable to 
the grandstand. He hadn’t a cent of money in his 
pocket. There was nothing on the card for the 
afternoon that he fancied and, after his enstom on 
such days, he had dng a hole in the stall of 
one of his horses and planted his roll of abont 
$SC6, leaving a faithful shepherd dog to watch it , 
nntil his return. ‘Doc’ Graydon chanced to 
meet him as be came near the stand, and chal- 
lenged him to shoot dice. I have no money,’ re- 
plied Stover, and as he displayed the bangle added : I 
‘This piece of silver is the size of my pile.’ Gray 
don agreed to wager a quarter against it, and 
so the game started, and ended with Stover $300 
winner. That $300 he bet the next day on one 
of his horses, Salvador, I believe, donbline it. A 
bet on Nettie Regent brought the bank roll up to 
$1,200. A few days later he bought Kenilworth and 
Edinborongb from Green Morris. Kenilworth 
proved the best horse in Cslifornia that winter, 
and with the money he made him Si over bonght 
other good racers, and finally the Sacramento race- ! 
track, which be has converted into a breeding and j 
training establishment.’’

THE HOME OF HAMBURO. 

It was one of the brightest of October mornings 
that we drove from Lexington out the hilly Frank- 
fort pike and turned into the gate where the horses 
of W. C. Whitney find a home, Supt. John Hogan 
was in the saddle and the feet of his horse were 
damp with dew brushed from blue grass. He rises 
with the lark and makes the round of woodland 
pastures in which thoroughbred mares of high de- 
gree graze. The morning-glories climb freely over 
the stallion stable, giving to it a cheerful, rustic 
appearance', and one of the keepers is always in 
charge. An intrusion cannot occur day or night 
without a formal but polite request to know your 
business, says Turf, Field and Farm of November 1. 
When Meddler, by St. Qatien— Busybody, by Pet- 
rarch, steps from the stable and stands where the 
sunshine falls upon his rich coat, it is your priv- 
ilege to look upon a horse of well-nigh faultless 
conformation. He is the embodiment of power 
and grace and W. R. Allen thicks that his type is 
ideal. He has a fine face, denoting great intelli- 
gence, and, although he is twelve years old, Hogan 
is of the opinion that he conld readily be broken 
to drive in harness. He is quiet under kind and 
gentle treatment, but is full of spirit when aroused. 
He is in good flesh, looks the picture of health and 
his daily exercise consists of ten miles a day on the 
road and in the paddock. Hamburg walked out of 
bis roomy box as if conscious of his greatness. He 
cost Mr. Whitney $30,000 under the hammer, is a 
brown horse, seven years old, by Hanover — Lady 
Reel, by Fellowcraft, is in fine flesh and spirit and 
was bred to thirty-eight mares last spring. He is 
of a heavier type than Meddler, is a little over in 
the knees, but this did not impair his ability as a 
racer, and many will regard.it as a good sign in bis 
colts. Descended in the male line from Hanover 
and Hindoo, and backed through Fellowcraft 
by the blood of Anstralian, Lexington and Glen- 
coe, how can Hamburg fail to transmit speed 
and stoutness? At rest Hamburg reminds yon 
of a heavy harness horse, but rub him the 
wrong way and yon will have on your 
hands a type with flashing eyes, ready to spring 
upon its tormentor. • He has length, with great 
substance, and is stamping his form and rugged 
qualities upon his colts. The Meddlers are easier 
to break than the Hambnrgs, but the question 
which will run the best is undecided. We believe 
that the Hambnrgs will stand the crucial test of 
the tracks; and the desire to breed to Hamburg is 
greater than the desire to breed to Meddler. The 
winning two-year-olds by Meddler in 1902 are Inter- 
vention and Payne; the three-year-olds are Colonial 
Girl, Marn, Peninsula, Chilton, Cameron, Reformer 
and Choate, and the four-year-olds are Morningside. 
dasher and Provost. Hamburg has two winning 
two-year-olds, and they are Mamari and Unterock. 

Lissak, the powerfully built bay horse by Loyal- 
ist-Capability. by Chevron, has literally been loaf- 
ing all summer. He came in from his paddock dust- 
stained, and the statement was made that not a 
single mare had been bred to him. As his colts 
have been prominent on the track this season he 
probably will be treated with greater consideration 
next spring. His winning two-year-olds in 1902 are 
Blue Banner, Captain Hugh Bradley, Captivator, 
Clanda, Dark Planet, The Don, Little Boy, Flam- 
boyant and Computation. The winning three-year- 
olds are Eliza Dillon, Lady Holyrood, Ravensbury 
and Lady Patroness. The four-year-olds are Mal- 
den. Rowdy and Snark. 

Yankee, who as a yearling sold at auction for 
|20,0CO, and who won the Futurity at Sheepshead 
Bay, August .31, 1901, with Nasturtium, Ring Hano- 
ver and other great two-year-olds behind him, has 
joined Mr. Whitney’s group of stallions, and a new 
stable has been built for him and Nasturtium. 
Yankee is big etougb for a work-horse, and as he 
is by Hanover— Correction, the sister of Domino, 
I he should achieve reputation at the stud. Nastur- 
tium will also be in the stud next spring. Ballyhoo 
Bey, who won the sensational Futurity, August 25, 
1900, beating, among others. Tommy Atkins, 
Sweet Lavender and Blues, has a strong and 
healthy look, the result of much freedom in his 
paddock, and will be bred to a few mares in the 
spring. He is four years old, by Kingston— Bally- 
hoo, by Duke of Magenta, and his racing career 
was cat short by the disease contracted in the 
Westbury stables. He resembles bis sire, Kingston, 
and the defect to bis breathing apparatus will not 
be transmitted. He is what you might call a big 
little horse. Four great mares were led out in 
order that we might see that race horses come in 
different shapes. They were fresh from the east 
and walked cramped enough to suggest founder. 
They were simply foot and muscle sore from train- 
ing, and improved rapidly with rest. Blue Girl is 
a chestnut mars, three years old, by Sir Dixon — 
Bonnie Blue II., by Hindoo, and one of her vic- 
tories was the Great American Stakes at Gravesend, 
with Nasturtium second and Major Daingerfield 
third. Endurance By Right is a chestnut mare, 
three years old, by Inspector B.— Early Morn, and 
in 1901 she scored a long series of victories, beating 
the best two-year-olds in training. Smoke is a 
chestnut mare, by Order — Alfalfa, and Morningside 
is a bay mare by Meddler— Sunnyside, both dis- 
tinguished in racing annals. It has not yet bjen 



decided to what stallions the famous quartet will 
be bred The brown mare, two years old, by St. 
Simon— Lady Reel, bears no resemblance to her 
great half-brother, Hamburg. Mr. Whitney paid 
$16,000 for her as a yearling and will breed her in 
the spring, Hogan suggests ihat she should go to 
Meddler or Yankee. Passai , brown filly, two years 
old, by Hamburg- Pastorella, was raised in Mon- 
tana and will be bred in the spring. Tho bay filly 
by Meddler — Rose Standish, is a very handsome 
two-year-old, and she will nter the stud in the 
spring. The brooc mares have a big range and are 
in good conditicn. They are grand individuals and 
carry the best strains recorded in the Stud Book.

The yearlings sent from Kentucky to Mr, Whitney 



numbered forty-one, and the average weight was 
900 pounds. The wianlings are well grown and of 
high quality. During the fore part of October they 
were stabled during the day to escape insect 
irritation and wen turned out at night. The 
way to grow a weitnling is to give it plenty of 
nourishing food, with sunshine and exercise. 
Well cured clover hay is far better than tim- 
othy. Superintend- nt Hogan believes that by pur- 
suing the same methods in a grazing section 
like Orange cmnty, you can obtain as 
big and well-devel :pod yearlings there as in Ken- 
tucky. On the W hitney farm the weanlings graze 
in small groups. Experience has shown that they 
thrive better this way than in one big band. Sand- 
ringham (son of St. Simon), brother of Persimmon, 
winner of the Derby, 1896, and of Diamond Jubilee, 
winner of the Deroy, 1900, is being used to some 
extent by Mr. Whitney, and the five weanlings by 
him are much liked, They have better heads than 
their sire. One of the most striking is the bay filly 
out of La Sylphide. The dam is vigorous, in spite 
of her twenty years, ana is again in foal. The Peg 
Woffington filly is also a good one. The bay colt by 
Hamburg, out of Edith Gray, is very promising, 
and the bay filly out of Yorkville Qelle has low and 
telling action, and resembles her sire. Hogan likes 
very much the filly out of Ruperta. The colt out of 
Homeopathy has length and size, and stands with 
his feet well under him. The chestnut filly out of 
Poetess caught favorably the eye of Mr. Allen, and 
the bay filly by Lissak, out of Tara Blackburn, is 
of racing form and has a big throttle, regarded as 
a sign of constitution. There are many future 
stake winners in the appended list:

GOSSIP OF THE TURF. 

A movement in the direction of the organization 
of a governing body for the Canadian tnrf is being 
made. W, F. Frazer, secretary of the Ontario 
Jockey Clnb, at Toronto, is tlie chief spirit, and he 
ia just now in correspondence with the prominent 
breeders and turfmen of that country with refer- 
ence to the snhject. It is proposed that the body 
shall be known as the Canadian Jockey Clnb, and 
that it shall have snpervision of racing on all tracks 
in the Dominion, and that reciproral relations 
shall be established and maintained between it and 
the two organizations in the east and the west of 
the United States. In the event of the perfection 
of the organization the first acts will be the enr- 
tailment of racing dates and the abolition of syn- 
dicate bookmaking. It is said that following this 
organization will come the construction of a new 
track at Montreal and the revival of racing in that 
city. There has been no racing at Montreal for 
two years. The present track, Bel Air, is seventeen 
miles ont of the city, and its appointments are 
of the ramshackle kind, with accommodations 
for no more than 150 horses. It is proposed to 
build a modern track nearer the city. Then 
it is proposed to form a circuit, taking in the 
tracks at Windsor, Toronto, Fort Erie, Hamilton 
and Montreal. The lease of Chambers & Walker 
on the W’indsor plant has expired, and it is said 
that they are so certain of the perfection of the 
proposed organization that tney are organizing a 
company to purchase the Gross Pointe track at 
Detroit, which is to be put up for sale this winter. 
There is a chsnce, however, that the movement 
will be blocked by the Parmer-Hendrie combina- 
tion, which is pretty strong across the border. 

In a recent letter to The Spirit of the Times con- 
cerning the present San Francisco turf situatiou, 
(be veteran tnrf writer Joseph Cairn Simpson says: 

“With two such race courses and grounds as the 
New California Jo<*key Club possess at Emeryville 
and Tanforan, it would appear as of little conse- 
quence to the clnb whether Ingleside was available 
or not. The action of the Board of Supervisors and 
the mayor is, however, highly appreciated by the 
association, and, apart from a comparatively 
limited nnmber of the citizens of San Fran- 
cisco, generally satisfactory. An emphatic vote. 
Twelve in favor to five against the , ordi- 
nance which sanctions the speculative feature 
of racing for forty days in the year, and this 
can be accepted as a testimonial of the popnlarity 
of the measure. In some respects Ingleside is au- 
perior to either of the other tracks. Handy to 
reach, electric and steam cars for the crowd of 
racegoers, people who prefer the equine method 
have a choice of drives of great beauty. Trainers 
prefer Ingleside to Emeryville and Tanforan, but 
now that the inside course on tbejpast sid» the 
bay has been so greatly improved little fault can 
be found with that, the climate being decidedly 
superior. 

“One of the most striking anomalies in the cli- 
mate of California is the wide difference in points 
only a few miles apart. There jnay be a dense fog 
at Ingleside, part of it reaching Tanforan, though 
at times it follows the coast range, while at Emery- 
ville the only token is a cap of white vapor on the 
summit of the Contra Costa hills. During the 
twenty-eight years I have known that track, only 
one or two afternoons when there was anything 
like a heavy fog. 

“One serious drawback at Emeryville which, 
when explained, will appear singular to eastern 



readers. The grand stand faces the east, leaving 
the esplanade in the shade as well as the stand 
dnriug the afternoon, and even iu this glorious 
climate, during winter racing, snnshine has 
charms. 

“Fully 200 horses are now exercising at Ingleside, 
and if there were any doubts regarding the number 
which will participate iu the races, these must be 
dispelled. The turmoil attending the State election 
will be qnieted on the first call of the bngle. and 
quite safe to predict that there will be another 
good year for the N. C. J. C.” 

Whatever doubt may exist as to whether Odom, 
Lyne and Redfern are the three best jockeys the 
American turf has had in one year, and three of the 
best it ever has had, there can be no doubt that 
they are three of the best behaved, most manly lit- 
tle fellows that ever sat in a saddle in auy country. 
Although new grown to man’s estate Odom is 
the same quiet, modest little fellow that he was 
when, as a lad of 16, he came north about five years 
ago. Wherever Odom is there his family is, and 
one of the sights of the hotel at which they stop is 
to see the Odom family stream into the dining 
room, father and mother and sisters and 
brothers— seven or eight in all. Odom has no bad 
habits, none of the many weaknesses which nine 
ont of every ten fashionable jockeys fall victims to. 
Nor is he given to the loud clothes and the swagger 
which all too often ia characteristic of the jockey 
who has won a name for himself as a rider. He 
has none of the evil associations which lead to cor- 
ruption. He is a quiet, undemonstrative lad, Abo, 
when not engaged in the dnties of his calling, seems 
to find his chief pleasure in the companionship of 
his family. In him is to be found that rare combi- 
nation— a model boy and a great rider. He now is 
under contract to ride for the stable of Cape. Sam 
Brown at a salary of $12,000 a year. 

A pretty tale comes from Amsterdam, N. Y. It ' 
tells of the home-coming of the race horses owned 
by Gen. Stephen Sanford and his son, former Rep- 
resentative John Sanford. The employes of the 
big New York Sanford mills had a half holiday. 
The streets of the town were liued with spectators 
to the number of several thousand as the string 
of tboronghbreds, with Chnctannnda in the 
lead und Headed by a brass baud, marched 
from the railroad depot to their winter 
quarters. For Chuctanuuda, popularly regarded 
as the champion sprinter, there was a floral 
wreath, and for all the horses there was admira- 
tion nubonnded. These horses were bred in Am- 
sterdam, acd the people of Amsterdam looked 
' upon them with pride such as they would look 
upon one of Amsterdam’s sons returned to bis 
native heath with honors full and fresh upon him. 
Sentiment rules the turf because it rules the 
rulers of the tnrf and the great mass of the people 
who support it. The home coming of the Sanford 
horses brought to the surface that sentiment which, 
although not often displayed, lies at the very 
foundation of the sport. 

Colonel James E. Pepper will sell his contract 
with jockey Arthur Redfern, which runs for an- 
j other year, for $20,C(X). The boy’s services are in 
I such demand that it will not be at all surprising if 
some millionaire owner steps to the front with an 
acceptance of this price. Redfern signed with Col- 
onel Pepper last fall for $9,000 a year. If his con- 
tract is purchased for $20,000, his new employer 
will pay $29,0 0 for the boy’s services next year. It 
is said that W. C. Whitney is particularly anxious 
to secure Redfern.
